The Viceroy has 
tour wives, the number permitted by the 
Koran, and these have separate estab- 
lishments. He has between i50 and 500 
odalisques, slaves, or concubines, nsyou 
may wish to call them, some of (hern 
beautiful Georgians, reported to have 
cost over £2,000. This portion cf his 
family is bestowed in more than one pal- 
ace, and they are changed about to suit 
his convenience or according to their 
whims. He has forty palaces; some of 
the lesser ones up tho river have cost 
half a million dollars, and those iu Cairo 
much more. Many of them are of course 
unoccupied, and going, buildings ana 
gardens, into shabby deuay. Many of 
the new ones only receive flying; visits. 
He is now building three fine palaces on 
the other side of the river, beyond the 
Giznrch. One person can imagine the 
outlay for all these palaces, pleasure 
gardens and harems as well as another. 


There is n ban mot current hero which 


will give you a notion of what the wits 
hink of the extravagances of the govern- 
ment, and the time of paying for them, 
n order to understand it. it is necessary 
o say that in Egypt anything to be done 
s always put oft' till "bookra," that is 
o-inorrow; and that the common word
